Camp Shaman, Obto, Sept. 23, 1917. 
C. B. SSOth Regiment 
Piibltc Ledger: 

Am here at last, arrived Thursday 
at 1:30 p. m. It sure looked blue to 
me when I got off the train, which 
stopped it the Camu five miles from 
Cbillicothe. Things began to look 
better aa we marched through the 
Camp. We would maro]|t a while and 
then Bit down a while. They, nre had 
some time getting the boyi lettl'ed 
in their different apartments. 

A big bunch of fellows Is Just 
marching past with their baggage. 
They Juet got in. They have been 
coming in day and night ever elnce I 
have been here. There lure looks to 
me at it there were enough iellowi 
here right now to lick all Europe, 
not counting the other campa. 

About 4:30 they took us In a place 
and gave each one of us a double tin 
pan to eat out of, knife, fork and 
apoon and a metai cup tor coffee and 
■onp. We then had aupper, which 
waa vary good; looked like a bunch 
bt campers sure enougk sitting in the 
"Mess House" eating When you fln- 
tah eating you have to go outside and 
wash your own "dlBh(^s." DUI you 
get that word dishes? Wo I lien pro- 
ceeded to go to our bunk house and 
take it tor me It was some bunk house 
too. We had Iron cots with good 
springs but no mattresses or blankets. 
We had to sleep on the bare springs, 
About 2 o'clock In the morning they 
woke us up and gave us a mattress 
a piece. Then we had to go outside 
and fill them with straw. 1 nearly 
trofo to death. The ne.vl tilght we 
had our beds all fixed and everything 
was like home to us. They have good 
eating here. The camp Is six miles 
long and two and one-halt miles wide. 

They haven't finished all the build- 
ings yet It is Just a regular little 
city. AH the streets are laid oft and 
nsmod after Cincinnati's streets. 
Fifth and Walnut up hei>e is different 
from Clncy. 

They have nine Y. M. ('. A 's. In 
each one they have singing, dancing, 
picture shows and everything You 
can get a look at the dally papers and 
ma. 

There are four of us fellows that 
sleep together. Two ot my Cincinnati 

friends, one MaysvlUe boy by the 
name of Henry Baum and myself. 
Pickett McClaiiahaii Is far from me. 
There is a hundred fellows here 1 
know. Several of whom formerly 
lived In Maysvljle years ago. We have 
not done anything, but sleep, eat, play 
baaelMll, toot ball and have a gener- 
al g«Md time aver stnee we have been 
here Suppose we will get examined 
Monday and that's when we're "shot In 
the arm," which Is done to prevent 
typhoid fever. Then we will drill 
and drill Don't siippoHe we will };et 
our suits and outfit for a month or 
10. They won't allow us outside ot 
the camp unttl we get them. I think 
the reason Is, they are afraid we 
night go to Chilllpothe and <ret stew- 
ed. The oli»r srldlers hnve to be In 
pt T -'iI 'V. b"» •■ •» '•8'"f to b!» in rt 
t bells. It is a llttie toujsht now, bi<t 
I will have to admit that it will be 
mighty fine for us fellows wl'ien ev- 



erything is straightened out. At least 
I am satisfied and think the rest of 
the boys are too. 

There Is about 40,000 of us here 
now, just enough to have a good time 
with.
